A. DeTurk, reported that all 
parks were overcrowded, with 
campsites at such a premium 
that disappointed campers were 
turned away at all locations 
which provide these accomodu- 
lions.

The largest attendance re­ 
corded for the holiday period 

j was at Kolsom Lake State Park, 
\ where more than 30,000 arriv­ 
ed on .July 3 and 4. While many 
Southern Californians stayed 
close to home, with such sites 

'as Hunlington Beach reporting 
Jan attendance of 19,000 daily, 
the maximum for this vacation 
spot, many turned to the Red­ 
woods areas.

AT HU.MHOLDT Redwoods 
State Park, the attendance 
topped 17.000 on each of the 
three days, but close to 3000
